My father writes on same a:te* "Live visefully because when ve 
come to see you, you will be in trouble" ♦ 

Mr. Briznik Mikola j from Gdansk, Orunia 61, Poland writes to John 
Dubiaha, "They talk here that in short time will go to you and 
take off your dollars and cars, and I think it will be so, as I see 
the things (politics) are going on". 
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
